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None of the chemical formulas in the claims are exact so there are no registry numbers for the formulas as 
written in the claims. Since these compounds are polymers I searched the structures by their starting 
monomers which is the way Chemical Abstracts indexes most polymers. Structure 1 query covers formulas 
1 , 3, 6, 8, and 10 in the claims. Structure query 2 covers structures 2, 4, 5,7, 9,11 and 12. Both components 
have to be in the polymer. If, for instance, I searched just structure query 2 there would be hundreds of 
structures as this hydroxy styrene is very common. If you have any questions please give me a call.
